But, alas!

You 
shut down the windows to keep out the wa- 
balmy Tune air, if you live in town, and in- 
variably give a wide berth to the heavenly 
avenue, if you belong to the country. 

But we confess, epent!y, that our crowning 
objection to this petted Chinaman or ‘Tartar, 
who lias played us so falsely, is a patriotic 
pbjection. Itis that he has drawn away our 
attention from our own more noble native 
American trees, to Waste it on this miscrable 
pigtail of an Indiaman. What should we 
think of the Italians, if they should dorswear 
their own orange trees and figs. pomegranates 
and citrons, and pi: mt their strects and gar- 
dens with the Suinac tree of ‘our 
swamps? And what must an European 
arboriculturist think, who travels in Ame ries, 
delighted and astonishe o: ut t th e beauty of ovr 
varied and exhaustless fi —the richest in 
the temperate Zone—to see g nut we neither 
value nor plant them, but li our law ns and 
nvenues with the east-off ‘the 
gardens of Asia and Europe. 

And while in the vein, we would include 
in the same category ancther less tashiona- 
ple, but still mined peited foreigner that has 
aettled among us with a good letter of evedit, 
wut who deserves not his success, We tmean 
the Ahelejor Silver Poplar. ‘There is a plea- 
gaut flutter in his silver-lined) Jleaves—but 
when the timber is a toot bitin, 
the sir unpleasant!y filled every spring will 
the fine, white duwn which flies trom the 
blogsau:, while the suckers which are thrown 
yp from the roots of old ol bel gs are a pes st to 
all grounds and gardens, even worse than 
ghase of the Ailanthus.
